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Crossing street a gamble for low vision pedestrians

“Somebody is going to get badly hurt.” 

That is Paul Stanfield’s fear, and the reason he has 
taken up a cause. 

Stanfield, mild mannered and friendly, is legally 
blind. He enjoys walking for exercise and tries to walk 
from his home to the East Jordan Senior Center every 
day. 

Unfortunately, East Jordan hosts two state high- 
ways, and a number of odd and dangerous intersec- 
tions and obstructions that make it difficult for Stanfield 
and other disabled citizens to safely cross the streets. 

Stanfield has approached the city council several 
times with his problem. The council has responded, 
butas far as he is concerned, the administrative wheels 
turn too slowly. 

“Tt took us 17 years to geta stoplight at M-32 and M- 
66,” said Stanfield. He circulated a petition, accumu- 
lating 500 signatures, which he feels was instrumental 
in finally getting the light installed a year ago. 

Stanfield understands State of Michigan bureau- 
cracy grinds slowly, but he feels the city doesn’t do 
enough to push improvements. 

“They should consider the needs of the blind and 
disabled,” said Stanfield. "We have to take our chances 
crossing these dangerous intersections.” 

Stanfield said the worst crossings are at Carey’s 
Comer, Mill and Main streets, and anywhere along 
M-66 other than the light. Stanfield and a number of 
other disabled people live in apartments on Erie Street 
west of the highway, and have to walk about a mile to 
the light to safely cross if they are heading downtown. 
Disabled people on the east side of M-66 have the 
same problem if they want to go to the shopping plaza.

Carey’s Corner (Bridge and Water streets) can be a 
confusing intersection for drivers and pedestrians 
alike. Add a busy gas station, a congested grocery 
parking lot, semi-trucks unloading deliveries, and 
constant traffic, and crossing the intersection can be 
almost impossible even for a physically unchallenged 
person. 

Although trucks in the market parking lot often 
cause an obstruction, city superintendent Bob Johnson 
said they have a right to park there. 

“The state was negligent in the way they redesigned 
the highway (M-32) there,” said Johnson at a council 
meeting in July. 

Suggestions from council members for improving 
the corner included installing a sidewalk along the 
south side of Bridge Street, or adding two sets of 
crosswalks. 

But crosswalks don’tseem to be much help, Stanfield 
said. There are already crosswalks at Main and Mill 
streets, but they are unobtrusive and go mainly unno- 
ticed by drivers. Johnson said the city painted the 
crosswalks on M-32 without permission from the 
state. The city does not have the equipment needed to 
paint the prominent pedestrian crosswalks seen in 
Charlevoix, for example. 

Stanfield, who walks with a red and white cane, 
believes warning signs are necessary to alert drivers to 
the pedestrian zone as well. 

“People just don’t stop to let us across,” he said. 

Council members agree that improvements need to

Pleas for more 
handicapped parking 
made to senior center 


Getting across the street is just part one of Paul 
Stanfield’s crusade. Part two is obtaining more 
parking for the disabled on Main Street, espe- 
cially near the senior center. He has the full 
support of center director Jeanette Norton. 

Norton made a formal request for handicapped 
parking in front of the senior center and better 
enforcement of the restricted parking already in 
place. 

“Ttshould be a priority that our city have at least 
one handicapped parking space in the shopping 
district,” she told council Aug. 16. 

The area is posted no parking from [Our to 2 
p.m., but the posting is often ignored and not 
enforced. 


Stanfield is concerned that someone will be 
injured loading or unloading a county transit bus 
forced to double park because the restricted zone 
is obstructed. 

Least Jordan Police Chief Jerry Alward said that 
plans to move the signs to the street edge will 
make the zone more enforceable. The change has 
already been requested of the DPW. 

Council member Ruth Gee said the issue of 
more handicapped parking has been discussed in 
public safety committee meetings. The city re- 
cently added four handicapped parking spaces -

That 
was a big business in the summer. Jim 
worked there for a long time. 

On Main Street, where Bachmann’s 
is located, was actually two buildings. 
One side was a dime store and the other 
side was a bank. 

The bar is still in the same place.

There was a restaurant where That’sa 
Pizza is now. 

On the corner where Bill’s Auto Clinic 
is, Was a bandstand. Central Lake had 
its own band. 


The post office was where Santa’s 
Secret Shop is, The grocery store is in 
the same spot. 


The present post office and doctor’s 
office is the place where people sat for 
free shows. They had those on Wednes- 
day nights during the summer. It was a 
big deal back then because the closest 
movie theaters were in Mancelona or

East Jordan. They showed all kinds of 
different movies. 

On Sundays, everyone came into town 
to go to church. Church was an all day 
thing back then. 

They also had carnivals here. A ferris 
wheel was set up. On the bandstand, 
anyone could get up and sing. It was 
kind of like a Karoke machine, just 
without the words. 

Thurston Park was in the same place 
but it was smaller. 

There weren’tany pavilions or equip- 
ment for children. There was a dock 
that went out to deeper water. At the 


end of the dock, there was a big area 
with a diving board and benches along 
the sides. It was covered. 

There weren’t two Separate schools 
like there are now. The one school was 
a lot smaller than our high school. 

The interview was very interesting. 
We learned a lot about this little town 
we live in.

Conference slated for Snowflake Road access parties

Who owns the access at the end of 
Snowflake Road? 

The issue was not resolved during the 
Aug. 23 Antrim County Road Commis- 
sion meeting, but an important step was 
taken toward determining if the public 
will retain use of the disputed access to 
Intermediate Lake’s west shore with- 
out a legal battle. 

At the conclusion of the surprisingly 
low-key meeting, adjacent property 
owner Kathy Thompson appeared will- 
ing to discuss the matter informally 
with county and township officials. 

Attomey Jim Young, representing 
both the road commission and Forest 
Home Township, hopes to schedule a 
settlement conference after a title search 
is done on the site. The meeting will 
involve Bill and Kathy Thompson and 
owners or representatives of the Snow- 
flake Spiritualist Camp (the other adja- 
cent property owner), the road commis- 
sion, Young and a representative of the 
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township. 

“I thought it went quite well,” stated 
Antrim County Road Commission 
Manager John Pemberton following the 
meeting. “We had aroom full of people 
and there wasn't the polarization I’ve 
seen in similar incidents.” 

Forest Home Township trustee Terry 
Smith said since the adjacent owners 
want documented proof of county au- 
thority over the site, he plans to have 
Antrim County Abstractor Carol Adams 
do a paper search. 

“What we’re looking to do now is 
find out who’s got the title to the prop- 
erty,” Smith said. “We believe that prov- 
ing the county’s claim to it is by use, as 
it is with 99 percent of the road endings 
in Antrim County.” 

Smith made it clear the public sup- 
ports keeping the access open to the 
public, and the township supports that 
goal. He cited over a dozen letters from 
township residents, and one petition in 
favor of keeping the access open with 
about 128 signatures on it. 

“Our plan from the township point of 
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view is to have a66-foot wide easement 
for public use,” he stated. 

Smith said the township is willing “to 
do everything possible” to build pro- 
tection from personal liability for the 
Thompsons into an agreement . Kathy 
Thompson cited that as one of her key 
concems about public use of the access, 
noting she and her husband were sued 
intheearly 1990s when a young woman 
suffered burns at the site, 

“My impression ts that the Thompsons 
are not inflexible,” Smith said. 

If the outcome of the settlement con- 
ference isnot favorable, Pemberton said 
the next step is for the road commission 
to decide “where do_we go from here” 
and get any necessary documentation 
to show public use. 

“Over the last five years, the road 
commission’s policy is to evaluate these 
road ending kinds of cases on an indi- 
vidual basis, examining the evidence 
and documentation, and proceeding 
from that point,” he said. 

Pemberton said the commission 
hasn't ended up in court over road end- 
ings since he’s been manager, although 
there are some cases in the negotiation 


stages. 

For her part, Thompson seems will- 
ing to compromise. If the county can 
prove ownership or public usage. she 
would like to see a boundary erected to 
separate the public access from the 
Thompson property, anda sign spelling 
out permissible activities, hours and 
where parking ts allowed. 

“We have no complaints about the 
township. We work very well with them. 
and theyre very nice people,” she said. 

Thompson said particularly during 
the summer, visiting relatives of fami- 
lies living near the road ending allow 
their children to encroach on the 
Thompsons’ property, the Bellaire Re- 
sort beach area, which is intended for 
the use of their customers. 

“Ithas to work both ways,” she stated. 
“There are no rules here — people can do 
what they want. The township needs to 
define what things this can be used for. 
They don’t control them and don’t po- 
lice them. 

“Tf there are any problems, nobody's 
there to take care of it... That's all Pm 
asking, that whoever it belongs to, the’ 
take responsibility for their property.

On any warm summer 
day, beachgoers are 
bound to catch a glimpse 
of a colorful windsurfer 
gliding peacefully 
through the cool waters. 
Ever wonder how these 
windsurfing enthusiasts 
Jearned this sport? 

Lisa Heininger, acerti- 
fied instructor, has been 
teaching windsurfing les- 
sons in the Torch Lake 
area for the past six years. 

“T see people struggling 
out there in the water, but 
they don’t have to 
struggle in this sport,” 
said Heininger. 

Most of her lessons are 
taught at several three- 


day summer camps. Stu- © 


dents learn how to set up 
the board, steer around 
the lake and tack. The 
first day includes book 
work and instruction con- 
ceming wind and safety. 

After conquering the 
dry land training simula- 
tor, students tackle spe- 
cial training equipment 
in the water. Wide stable 
boards and small sails are 
used in the beginning, but 
windsurfers quickly up- 
grade their equipment. 

“To windsurf, youneed 
finesse and technique, not 
a lot of upper body 
strength. It’s simply bal- 
ancing against the wind,” 
notes Heininger. “Some- 
times I have greater suc- 
cess with women because 
men come in and try to 
muscle it.” 


Heininger also offers 
private lessons and has 
taught people from a tiny 
7-year-old to a 70-year- 
old couple. 


One of her most un- 
usual lessons occurred 
when a Spanish-speaking 
man tried to rent a board 
with little windsurfing ex- 
perience. Heininger felt

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Journey to Russia was a learning experience

When she joined the Air Force in 1981, Gail Kile of 
East Jordan was told she had an aputude for lan- 
guages. 

She was assigned to learn Russian and spent an 
intense 18 months studying the language, history, 
culture, and people of the Soviet Union, and Russia in 
particular. But when a hardship discharge put her out 
of the military soon after she completed her training, 
Kile gave up hope of ever actually visiting the country 
to which she had devoted a period of her life. 

But a chance conversation between Boyne City 
doctor Richard Mansfield and Kile’s brother-in-law 
changed all that. During the office visit chat, Mansfield 
mentioned he was looking for a translator to attend the 
Goodwill Games in St. Petersburg, Russia this sum- 
mer with the American-Russian Medical Exchange 
program (ARMX - see box). 

Kile, with her fluent Russian language skills, fit the 
bill. She began planning for the trip, and despite a 
snafu with her passport that gave her some anxious 
last minutes, set out with the group in mid-July. 

Mansfield, a D.O., is assistant football coach for 
Boyne City High School. His interest in sports medi- 
cine is what took him to Russia for the second summer 
in arow. Most of his time in St. Petersburg was spent 
treating athletic injuries at the Games. 

Although she spent much of her time during the 
two-week trip accompanying the medical group, Kile 
was able to get away with her friend Ella, a native of 
the city. Ella introduced her to some artist friends and 
Kile was able to learn more about what life is really 
like in the city formerly known as Leningrad. 

What Kile discovered is life is very difficult. She 
was struck by the primitive living conditions. 

“The typical apartment is very small with meager 
furnishings,” said Kile. “The staircase was dark, 
narrow and filthy.” She said the occupants were very 
fortunate to have a private bathroom. 

Her own hotel room was luxurious by those stan- 
dards, and her bathroom, which included a hand-held

shower, would be considered absolutely lavish. 

Kile said the people are held hostage by the Russian 
Mafia. Controlled through extortion and politics, they 
struggle to make ends meet with no help from the 
government. Kile’s impression ts that there is no law, 
and certainly no protection. 

“Inflation is hideous, rising upward at the rate of 17 
percent a month,” observed Kile. “They don’t even 
use their coins any more.” She said during her stay, 
the exchange rate was 2,055 rubles to $1. 

Perhaps as a result, all the Russians Kile listened to 
believe, “Americans are so filthy rich that taking, 
even stealing our money won’t hurt us.” She felt the 
sting of that attitude personally, when she discovered 


about $40 missing after an afternoon shopping excur- 
sion. 
She learned to her surprise that women live ir even 
worse conditions than the general population. 
“Women are not listened to by men. Even when 
they seem to be in power, they are subordinate.” 
During her studies of the culture, the discrepancy 
between the sexes hadn’t been emphasized. Even so, 
Kile said, the women were very curious about her 
lifestyle and spoke openly to her when they learned 
she understood the language. And despite hatred of 
their government, the Russian women have a deep 
~~ __ love for their country. 
Though understanc- 
able, Kile found it dis- 
heartening that the young 
people she talked to

try in the world.” and no desire to improve 
Gail Kile the system. Lapsing into 


——_—_———___—————___ a Russian accent as she 
did whenever repeating the words she heard from the 
people there, Kile told of one young man’s remarks 
when she asked what could be done about the terrible 
corruption, 

“We will wait and see - we will do nothing.” 

Learning about some of the ugly realities of Russian 
life did not detract from the great beauty of their 
culture in Kile’s eyes. Her group visited historical 
sites, such as tombs of czars and the summer palace 
known as the Hermitage. Kile reveled in the icons of 
Russia’s past - things she learned of and saw photos 
of during her studies, she was able to see up close and 
real An evening at the Bolshoi Ballet Theater was a 
highlight of the trip. 

While conditions at times seemed hopeless to Kile, 
she noticed a tremendous difference in the amount of 
information the people have compared to just five 
years ago. She collected newspapers and watched 
broadcast television. 

“The news reports seemed pretty accurate and any- 
one can have their own newspaper or show now if

ARMX in Russia Join 600,000 


The American-Russian Medical 
Exchange 1s based at Michigan State 
University. The program is designed 
to allow exchange of information and 
skills between doctors and therapists 
from the two countries. Two massage 
therapists from the Wellness Clinic 
in Lansing joined Dr. Richard 
Mansfield and translator Gail Kile on 
the trip. 

The ARMX group discovered fa- 
cilities and equipment to be very 
primitive as they toured several medi- 
cal and psychiatric hospitals. Doctors 
have to own the medical equipment 
they use - the hospitals provide noth- 
ing. There is very little sterilization of 
the equipment after use - to do so, the 
doctor has to entrust it to someone

else and it is usually stolen. 

For the Goodwill Games, the ath- 
letes’ medical facility was in a nar- 
row basement room with about six 
beds and no privacy. First aid packs 
left over from World War IT were on 
hand, but little else. Not even ice was 
available, so foreign doctors were 
left to their own devices in treating 
the inevitable injuries. 

No special accommodations were 
made for the athletes, other than all 
were housed in one hotel, under very 
strict security. Even simple needs, 
such as water during races, were not 
met. 

The group took many gifts for their 
Russian friends. Kile’s church, First

Competing for a purse of $2,280, 24 fishing teams 
participated in the first annual Lake Charlevoix Wall- 
eye Tournament Aug. 27 and 28. 

Kick-off was at 7 p.m. Friday evening in East 
Jordan, with the pre-tournament meeting on rules and 
boat positions. Everyone got a chance to meet each 
other and share information about the lake. 

Saturday morning started at about 5 a.m., with boat 
inspections and breakfast. The Round Table Restau- 
rant, one of our many local sponsors, opened early to 
let anglers fill up enough to Jast until weigh-in at 3:30 
p.m. Boats were sent out in pairs at 7 a.m. 

Saturday’s weather, hot and dead calm for most of 
the fishing hours, wasn’t the best for catching wall- 
eye. Walleye fishermen generally prefer wind and a 
chop on the water to break up light penetration. This 
gives the walleye a clear advantage in feeding, be-

Fifteen 
teams came back with fish to weigh. Brian and Gary 
Warner of Charlevoix brought in a seven fish limit of 
13.28 pounds. The big fish on Saturday weighed 4.20 
pounds.

be made - possibly a light at the Main and Mill 
intersection. Other ideas include not allowing left 
turns from Main to Mill, or changing the intersection 
to a three-way stop. 

But Johnson said the city can do nothing without 
state permission. Mayor Russ Peck noted that the state 


mandates the city be handicapped accessible. 
“We should request the state correct the problems,” 


said Peck. 


The public safety committee followed through at a 
July 20 meeting by asking Johnson to write to the 


state: 


* to request state sanction of the crosswalks at Main 
and Mill streets, which the city will repaint. The 
sanction is necessary before the police department 
can enforce the crosswalks. 

* to request a traffic light at the same intersection as 
soon as possible. 

* to request crosswalks at the intersection of Bridge 
Street and M-32 (Water Street). 

The committee also directed Police Chief Jerry 
Alward to inform the owners of Carey’s Market the 
city 1s willing to work with them to make the corner 
safer and to determine a way to keep patrons from 
parking next to the intersection.
